Hang out inside the library and watch NA- 
SA’s live screening of the eclipse, which will 
include footage from spacecraft, the Inter- 
national Space Station, and high-altitude 
weather balloons. 

Greenwood Park 

Bring your own eclipse glasses to 
this viewing party put on by the 
Phinney Neighborhood Asso- 
ciation. They’ll also have pinhole 
boxes available. 

High Point Public Library 

Find out how to watch the total eclipse with- 
out damaging your eyes, then stay on to 
see it take place. There will be free safety 
glasses while supplies last. The event will be 
canceled if it’s too cloudy. 

Museum of Flight 

This eclipse watching party presents 
NASA officials and a screening of NASA’s 
MegaCast, which will include footage from 
spacecraft, the International Space Station, 
high-altitude weather balloons, and the Gulf- 
stream C-20A Science Aircraft (stationed at 
the museum itself, so you can greet it as it re- 
turns from its mission!). There will be 1,000 
free safety glasses (included with museum 
admission) handed out to the first arrivers.

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Astrologers Agree: 

The Eclipse Is Bad News for Trump 


Astronomers Agree: Astrology Is Bullshit

O n Monday, August 21, a shadow 
will stretch across the United 
States from Oregon to South Car- 
olina as the moon passes between the Earth 
and the sun for a few brief moments. It’s 
a big deal: It is the first total solar eclipse 
visible from the United States in nearly 40 
years, and the first to cross the entire coun- 
try in nearly a century 

According to astronomers and eclipse 
chasers, witnessing the eclipse from the path 
of totality — a 70-mile-wide band in which 
the moon will entirely obscure the sun — is a 
truly spectacular event. In Seattle, where we 
will see a 92 percent eclipse, the views will 
be good; in Central Oregon, the closest point 
of totality, the views — and the traffic jams — 
will be epic. The sky will darken, the air will 
cool, and for just about two minutes, you’ll be 
able to see the sun’s atmosphere from earth. 
An estimated 7.4 million Americans are 
predicted to make the pilgrimage to prime 
viewing spots to see it. 

President Donald Trump, who likes to 
spend Mondays (and every other day) on 
the golf course, isn’t likely to be among those 
traveling to the show. He’ll probably be 
DMing David Duke from the 18th hole. But 


that doesn’t mean the show will miss him — 
at least, that is, if you believe in astrology. 

If the eclipse is a big deal in the astro- 
nomical world, it’s just as big a deal in the 
astrological one. Astrologers have long 
connected eclipses and other celestial hap- 
penings to events that take place here on 
earth. On her website, Virgo astrologer 
Marjorie Orr notes 
that several histo- 
ry-altering events 
have occurred near 
eclipses, includ- 
ing the bombings 
of Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki, the as- 
sassination of John 
F. Kennedy, the at- 
tempted assassination of Ronald Reagan, 
and the impeachment of Bill Clinton. 

Is this a coincidence? Science says yes. 
When researchers have tested astrology, 
it’s never been found to be accurate. One 
double-blind study, published in the journal 
Nature in 1985, asked 28 highly regarded 
astrologers to match astrological charts 
to psychological profiles, and — surprise — 
they were no more accurate than random 


chance. Other studies have replicated this. 
As NASA put it last year, “No one has 
shown that astrology can be used to predict 
the future or describe what people are like 
based on their birth dates.” 

And yet, it persists. “There is a long histo- 
ry of people prescribing personal and political 
significance to astronomical events — eclipses 
in particular,” said 
Julianne Dalcanton, 
an astrophysicist at 
the University of 
Washington. “It’s 
a proud human 
tradition through- 
out the world and 
throughout time.” 
Dalcanton said that 
she is a firm supporter of humanity’s search 
for meaning in the world, but, she added, “is 
there a physical mechanism by which these 
astronomical events have a direct, measur- 
able influence on the planet? Not that we 
know of.” In other words, it’s bullshit. 

But that doesn’t mean that believing 
in astrology doesn’t have real-life conse- 
quences: In the 1920s, astrology was used 
to predict stock-market highs and lows. In 


the 1980s, Ronald and Nancy Reagan em- 
ployed an astrologer in the White House. 
In the mid 2000s, a girlfriend broke up with 
me because our signs weren’t compatible 
(which, in retrospect, was true: We weren’t 
compatible — she believed in astrology and I 
did not). In 2014, a poll found that up to 45 
percent of Americans believe that astrology 
is an actual science — and that number is on 
the rise. The White House didn’t respond 
when I contacted them to find out if 45 is a 
part of that 45 percent, but considering that 
Roger Stone, Trump’s close friend and advis- 
er, believes that the moon landing was filmed 
in a New Jersey warehouse, it doesn’t seem 
all that far-fetched. 

Whether or not Trump believes, some 
astrologers are predicting big things for 
him during this eclipse anyway. 

“Even though he’s a Gemini, Trump’s 
ascending sign is in Leo, and he has a very 
strong Leo personality,” said Seattle as- 
trologer Pam Younghans, who has been 
practicing for 25 years. And because the 
eclipse falls between the 28th and 29th de- 
grees of Leo, whatever that means, Trump 
could be especially affected by it. 

No one, of course, knows what will

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happen to Herr Trump during the eclipse, 
but Rob Brezsny, author of The Stranger’s 
Free Will Astrology column (see page 50), 
said there could be a death of some sort — 
though not, unfortunately, a literal one. 

“I don’t like to make absolute predic- 
tions, but this could result in an ego death,” 
Brezsny told me. “In a normal person, that 
could be a good thing, because it would re- 
lieve that person of illusions and delusions 
that he has about himself. But in Trump’s 
case, there could be a shattering.” The kind 
of man who reads a folder of positive reviews 
about himself twice a day doesn’t seem all 
that susceptible to an ego shattering, but, 
Brezsny added, “anyone else who is ridi- 
culed as much as Trump is would probably 
have gone insane by now. The eclipse may 
portend a climax to the humiliation.” 

“There’s nothing stronger than an 
eclipse,” said Susan Miller, the astrologer 
behind the immensely popular website As- 
trology Zone. Miller agrees with Brezsny 
that the eclipse may bring a scandal to light 
but, still, she thinks Trump may not be that 
affected. “Everything rolls off him,” she 
said. “But there could be some health issues 
that arise. His doctor may give him a stern 
warning not to eat any chocolate cake and 
to start working out or meditating. Although 
he doesn’t seem the type.” 

Famed astrologer Chani Nicholas also 
thinks the eclipse portends something big 
happening in Trump’s life. “We might not 
know exactly what during the time of the 
eclipse,” she said, “but I would put money on 
the fact that this is an incredibly important 
moment in his personal life and his presiden- 
cy. Maybe six months to two years from now, 
we will look back and see that something sig- 
nificant happened at this moment.” 

If we’re lucky, whatever shift Trump un- 
dergoes will be an improvement and not the 
start of a nuclear holocaust. Or a race war. 

As for the rest of us, Seattle astrologer 
Younghans said that the weeks leading up 
to the solar eclipse are an opportune time 
to let go of bad habits and behaviors. “On a 
personal level,” she told me, “it’s a good time 
to do some clearing away. We don’t want to 
carry any of this crap into the future.” 

Regardless of whether you believe that 
what happens in the sky influences life down 
on earth, if you are in Seattle, get some 
eclipse glasses and look toward the sky on 
Monday at 10:20 a.m., the precise moment 
the moon’s shadow will pass overhead. If it’s 
cloudy, there are still places you’ll be able 
to watch (see page 5). Astrology — and the 
president — may be unpredictable, but as- 
tronomy? At least we can count on that. ■

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A Distant Relative Died in 
1940 and No One Ever Picked 
Up Her Remains— So I Did 

Thousands of unclaimed cremains are just sitting there 
at Oregon State Hospital. Are you related to any of them?

I ’ve never known much about my dad’s 
family He and I are close, but he doesn’t 
seem to know much more than I do — 
from what he tells me, it seems to be 
a pedigree of hardscrabble lives and early 
deaths in rural Western Oregon. He never 
knew his paternal grandmother’s name; she 
died before he was born. Dad also had a sis- 
ter who was married with babies in her teens 
and who died suddenly at age 28, and some- 
one once told me a sotto voce story about how 
the sister and a friend had gone swimming in 
a pond somewhere near the Hanford nuclear 
site and soon after their hair fell out, their or- 
gans shut down, and they died. When I asked 
an aunt about this, she said that’s not how it 
happened. But she couldn’t tell me how her 
sister had actually died, either. 

This has all seemed just unfathomable and 
Carverian to me. How do you not know your 
own grandmother’s name? Like, what needs 
to happen in order for that to happen? 

A couple of years ago, I started to dig. On 
the Mormon-run genealogy site Familysearch 
.org, I found out that Dad’s other grandmother, 
Myrtle, had a sister that nobody in the family 
knew about, Cleo Mae, who had grown up with 
Myrtle and their three brothers outside of 
Coos Bay, Oregon. Cleo was tricky to research: 
She married three times and changed her last 
name each time, so it was hard to know which 
name I was even looking for. But I finally found 
a birth-date match in Cleo Mae Connolly: She 
had been born in 1900 in Coos Bay, she had two 
kids, she’d died at age 40 in a tuberculosis hos- 
pital in Salem, and, according to some helpful 
nerd who’d inputted this into Findagrave.com, 
no one had ever picked up her cremated body. 
Like, it was still there, 75 years later, on a shelf. 

For most of the 20th century, it turns out, 
Salem’s Oregon State Hospital (OSH) was 
used as a dumping ground for unclaimed hu- 
man remains from at least five area health 
facilities, in addition to its own crop. A bunch 
of these people had died at the Oregon Asy- 
lum for the Insane and were first buried in 
the asylum cemetery, until 1913-1914, when 
the asylum decided it needed the land, ex- 
humed the bodies, and shipped them over to 
the state hospital for cremation. Most of their 
headstones were chucked on a nearby hill- 
side. Once the bodies were burned, they were 
packed in copper canisters and stashed in a 
basement for about 60 years. 

In 1976, OSH decided to move the whole 
inventory — the cremains of more than 5,000 
people — to a designated memorial vault. 
But the vault leaked and the canisters got 
oxidized and damaged, many of them afflicted 
by galvanic corrosion — that powdery white/ 
turquoise zinc buildup that you sometimes 
see on car battery terminals. Each can ended 
up with a unique corrosive bloom, depend- 
ing on how much water had come in contact 
with it and also the distinct chemical composi- 
tion of the cremains inside. The bodies have 
since been repackaged and rehomed in the 
hospital’s “Cremains Room,” and in 2007, 
the hospital began publishing the names of

the deceased (you can look at the list here: 
Oregon. gov/oha/OSH/pages/cremains.aspx) 
in hopes of persuading locals to come pick up 
their ancestors. There are still about 3,500 of 
them sitting there. And one of them was Cleo, 
my great-grandmother’s little sister. 

I know all this because artist David Maisel 
made a glossy coffee-table book as well as a 
SIFF-winning 2011 documentary, both titled 
Library of Dust, which tell this story and 
showcase some of the more visually remark- 
able canisters. It’s also how I learned that the 
decrepit, crumbling Oregon State Hospital is 
where Milos Forman’s 1975 movie One Flew 
Over the Cuckoo’s Nest was filmed. Christ. 

When I told my boyfriend, Stephen, what 
I’d found out about Cleo and the canisters and 
the hospital, he was like, “Uh, we have to do 
this.” Thank god he just intrinsically knew 
that. Of course we did. The cherry on top was 
that we’ve been on a quest to visit every state 
capitol building in the United States, and we 
hadn’t hit Salem yet. It writes itself, folks.

◄ was related to Cleo, whereupon it occurred 
to me that all I had no proof at all — just the 
word of some Mormons on the internet. Then 
the hospital was rearranging the library of 
dead people, so it wasn’t a good time to come, 
and then I couldn’t take the time off work, 
and then I re-contacted the hospital when I 
had time to make the trip and it was a new 
person and it took forever to get a reply, et 
cetera. It took a year and a half to set it all up. 

We finally drove down to Salem last March. 
By now, more rummaging on Familysearch 
.org had led to this nugget: a newspaper article 
about Cleo, under one of her various aliases. 
In a 1924 article in the Southern Coos County 
American , Mrs. Cleo Winters, “a divorced 
woman,” age 24, was picked up for committing 
several arsons in Myrtle Point, Oregon, out- 
side of Coos Bay. She was spotted “at all the 
fires, either watching them intently or close 
at hand. It is the general belief that her mind 
has become deranged on this subject, inflamed 
by the liquor supplied to her.” (It took me a 
minute to realize this phrasing was used be- 
cause it happened in the thick of Prohibition.) 
Cleo was judged insane and sent to the state 
asylum in Salem — although she wasn’t in the 
psych ward for long, because she married her 
second husband about six months later. 

Oregon State Hospital is the best and 
weirdest museum ever, and I regret that we 
didn’t have much time to futz around in there. 
The hospital has built a slick, somber memo- 
rial to the forgotten canned people, and it’s 
an impressive spectacle: rows and rows of 
the old copper canisters on shelves behind 
glass, emptied of their contents, all decaying 
individually. It’s installed in the 1890s brick 
outbuilding in which they were once stored. 
Enclosing the display is an aluminum parapet 
with the names of all the unclaimed patients 
and their serial numbers stamped into it, 
with a handful that were removed once the 
cremains were picked up. 

Cleo’s name was missing from the little 
aluminum wall, and I silently flipped out 
when I noticed. Was she sliced out for me? 
What if someone else had gotten there first 
and claimed her? 

But she was waiting for us. After all the 
intrigue and rigmarole, the exchange itself 
was pretty uneventful. I didn’t even have to 
prove I was related to Cleo. I said who I was, 


and someone came downstairs, handed me a 
cardboard box, and left. No “Thanks for pick- 
ing up this inventory we’ve been storing for 
almost 80 years — we can really use the shelf 
space.” No “Tell your friends with dead Or- 
egonian relatives.” 

We stuck the body in the trunk of our 
rental car, toured the state capitol, and then 
drove up to Portland for the night. I waited 
until I got home to Seattle to open her up: 
Along with a bubble-wrapped cylinder of 
ashes, they’d given me the original copper 
can, which was pretty corroded, although I’d 
hoped for a super gnar one like in the David 
Maisel book. It’s just okay. I am still glad to 
have a crusty copper corpse can. 

I didn’t really like having a dead lady in 
my new apartment, though. I don’t believe 
in ghosts or any of that shit, but it just felt, 
you know, rude. This was someone’s body, 
and she probably liked it and used it all the 
time, and I had a dumb sort of guilt about (1) 
owning it and (2) stowing it in my coat closet 
like an old bowling ball. 

According to the internet, Cleo’s parents, 
three of her siblings, and both of her children 
are all buried in a remote cemetery outside of 
Myrtle Point, south of Portland — a seven-hour 
drive from Seattle. Interring ashes is expen- 
sive, though, and even if I could afford it, I spent 
a good piece of time trying to figure out who 
runs this graveyard, and to all appearances, 
it’s been... discontinued. Nobodyworks there. 
There’s no phone number to call or anything. 

So Stephen and I had the idea of going 
down there and just kind of like, uh, furtively 
sprinkling her around the family graves. It 
seemed like the thing to do, even though I’d 
heard it was possibly illegal. If we couldn’t 
find the family graves, we figured we could 
stick her in a spooky hollow tree or something. 

A t long last, we made the drive to Coos 
County, Oregon, this summer and got 
her done. As imagined, not a (living) 
soul was to be found at the cemetery: It was 
a steep, wet field of disintegrating Victorian 
headstones on a hillside. Stephen and I split 
up and walked all over the damn cemetery for 
an hour but only tracked down one of Cleo’s 
brothers’ graves, none of her parents or kids. ► 
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THE TREE HOLE Don't tell 

< Bro and his wife were in a wide-open 
field, not in the overgrown edges, and I still 
was about to pour Cleo into the grass next 
to him, but then we un-bubble-wrapped the 
package and found that she was inside of this 
kiln-fired clay cylinder with the lid baked on. 
I couldn’t pry it off with anything I had in my 
purse. She had to be smashed. 

I wasn’t willing to make a big loud scene 
right in the middle of the lawn. Earlier, while 
poking around in a forest grove along the 
edge of the graveyard, looking for Cleo’s 
family, Stephen had spotted a hollow tree 
limb with a conspicuous cement chunk-slab 
covering it, like a manhole. It was, somewhat 
terrifyingly, just what we’d been envisioning 
before we made the trip — our plan B if we 
couldn’t find the fam. 

We used it. I was squirrelly about mak- 
ing noise, but we had to act fast because we 
were standing there with the trunk open and 
it was shady as hell, plus it was starting to 
rain, and I worried someone might be watch- 
ing us on closed-circuit camera. I gingerly 
bashed the clay urn with the cement lid thing 
and poured Cleo’s ashes into the tree hole 
and then covered it up again. I was expect- 
ing sand and lumpy bone fragments, because 
that’s what you hear about with cremains, 
but she was totally pulverized. Flaky, like a 
burned Duraflame log. 

The end of the clay cylinder didn’t smash 
off perfectly, though — it lay half intact and 
half in 10 different triangles — and most of 
Cleo did not make it into the hole. There was 
a bunch of her still in the grass, among the 
shards. Stephen stared at the mess and mut- 
tered, “Dude. That is fucked... up.” 

I was like, “Quick, help me rub her into 
the ground so it’s not so obvious.” We kicked 
her ashes around in the grass a little bit, col- 
lected the smashed clay bits and stuck them 
in a Juanita’s tortilla chip bag, then hustled 
back to the car. I reassured Stephen that we 
were not the only people to pour cremains 
into a cemetery tree, probably not even that 
particular cemetery tree, considering that it 
came with its own lid. 

It did feel messed up, what we were do- 
ing, although later I googled it and found 
out it’s not illegal in Oregon to scatter a 
human’s ashes anywhere you want. And I 
am okay in general with a body being left 
inside of a tree. Better there than pumped 
full of formaldehyde and left in a lacquered 
box. Or sealed in a copper can on a hospital 
shelf. Of the strata of messiness that Cleo 
dealt with in life, this seems comparably 
low. May Mrs. Cleo Mae Barkley Winters 
Eads Connolly — daughter, sister, wife, 
mother, Prohibition-era drunk, and serial 
arsonist — rest in peace, 77 years after she 
died, in the forest near her family and her 
hometown. Or at least until someone sets 
that tree on fire. ■

What Is Sessions 
Smoking? 

The US Attorney General’s Latest Bullshit

U S attorney general Jeff Sessions 
still hates weed and still wants 
to shut down the legal cannabis 
industry. In his latest attack, coming in the 
form of a letter to Governor Jay Inslee, Ses- 
sions writes that Washington State’s legal 
weed industry is “incompletely regulated” 
and claims that pot has been allowed to fall 
into the hands of minors and leak out of our 
state. 

He says our industry is in violation of 
the Cole Memo, a document written by the 
Obama administration that 
tells states that they can 
experiment with pot legal- 
ization provided they have 
a robustly regulated mar- 
ket. What’s weird is, the 
Cole Memo is a nonbinding 
document that Sessions 
has the authority to tear up 
at any time. Why doesn’t 
he just attack legal weed 
by saying everyone grow- 
ing, selling, or consuming 
weed in Washington State 
is breaking federal law? 

He could file a federal 
lawsuit to shut down the 
state’s pot market tomor- 
row. By saying that the 
state is violating the Cole Memo, even if he is 
only doing it to build a case against us, he is 
tacitly confirming that Washington can have 
legal pot if the state meets the Cole Memo’s 
requirements. 

He doesn’t outright attack legal weed be- 
cause the majority of the political forces in 
the country are firmly against him, and he 
knows it. 

In May, Sessions asked Congress — in a 
private letter that was later leaked to the 
press — for permission to 
spend federal money on 
investigating and prosecut- 
ing the medical cannabis 
industry. Congress denied 
the request. 

In July, a task force 
handpicked by Sessions 
to study enforcement 
of federal cannabis law 
recommended that the 
Department of Justice keep the Cole Memo 
in place. Many observers thought this task 
force was a sham commission created to 
feed Sessions a reason to attack legal weed, 
but even his handpicked committee couldn’t 
give this to him. Sessions tried to keep the 
recommendation secret, but it was leaked to 
the press. 

Now, faced with both the power to do 
what he wants and the understanding that 
he can’t, he is trying to argue that legal weed 
is improperly regulated. His evidence? A re- 
port released in March of last year by a local 
branch of the Office of National Drug Control 
Policy (ONDCP) claiming that the industry is 


biased and outdated. 

The ONDCI? an agency created during 
Ronald Reagan’s war on drugs, has a legal 
obligation to oppose any efforts to legalize 
medical or recreational cannabis. It would be 
literally illegal for the ONDCP to argue that 
pot legalization is working, so they produced 
a scathing report filled with distorted facts 
and questionable logic. The study looked at 
less than the first year of legalization, a time 
when state regulations and the market were 
still developing. 
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Sessions is coming 
after our state 
using data that’s 
biased, outdated, 
and wrong. 


Governor Inslee replied to Sessions’s 
letter by saying the report was based on 
“incomplete and unreliable data.” State at- 
torney general Bob Ferguson went further, 
telling the Seattle Times , “Honestly, it’s hard 
to take him seriously if he relies on such out- 
dated information.” 

In his letter, Sessions also wrote, “In 2014 
alone, 17 THC extraction labs exploded,” 
inadvertently making another case for the 
existence of a legal market. As Inslee and 
Ferguson replied, “In 
three years of legalization, 
no licensed extraction 
business has exploded.” 

Sessions can try to 
use discredited data to 
shut our state’s industry 
down, but he isn’t likely 
to get very far. Congress 
is not supporting his war 
on pot. American voters, 
a majority of whom support legalization, are 
not supporting it. And the potential victims 
of Sessions’s war on pot — the business own- 
ers in the legal market — are no longer the 
marginalized citizens attacked by Clinton, 
Nixon, Reagan, and both Bushes under their 
wars on drugs. 

Attacking legal weed is attacking power- 
ful millionaire executives with resumes that 
include huge corporations like Disney and 
Starbucks. It’s attacking a legal workforce 
10,000 strong in our state alone. It’s attack- 
ing $400 million in tax revenue from a state 
budget that is already strained. 

And Sessions, with his slow and quiet

Some of the most powerful images in 
all of black cinema are to be found in a 
black-and-white movie Charles Burnett 
completed almost 40 years ago.

As Washingto- 
nians continue to roll up to their favorite “rec store” to 
hook up with a fat sack or jar of herb, just across the Ida- 
ho border, someone is getting busted for pot and their life 
may be about to be derailed.

There is no charge to enjoy HEMPFEST’s multiple stages, its lineup of 
free music (with acts like Naomi Wachira and Clinton Fear on) and speakers, 
and what might be the largest outdoor head shop anywhere. But we still 
need community support to survive. Seattle is experiencing unprecedented 
growth as Americans flock to the Emerald City, and that is bringing changes 
to local economies and making life difficult for free festival events. 

After several years of asking for community support, HEMPFEST will 
be missing two of its traditional stages this year, including the 19-year-run- 
ning Seeley Memorial Stage — a loss that hits us pretty hard, as the message 
is the mission. 

Can you help a HEMPFEST out, and spare 10 dollars for a three-day 
downtown waterfront experience that you will not find replicated anywhere? 
We need to keep the urban campfire lit. Your contribution is a vital part of 
our funding model, as we have kept HEMPFEST free to attend all these 
years.

Despite the gloomy sonics 
and pitiless vocals, Webdriver Torso — singer 
GG and bassist/synthesis Alex Noelke — seem 
poised for a bright future.

Psychic Ills, Wall of Ears, Shit Ghost 

(Barboza) Washington legalized recre- 
ational marijuana, and suddenly everyone 
in Seattle is a sommelier of weed. But it 
sure beats the old days of getting an eighth 
of mystery bud and rolling the dice as to 
whether you were going to immediately 
pass out on the couch or stay up half the 
night in a red-eyed panic attack. Now that 
you know your preferences for indica or 
sativas, you can more accurately dial in the 
chemical enhancement for your evening 


entertainment. Like most psych outfits, 
Psychic Ills' music practically begs for 
intoxicated listening, but whereas many of 
their peers jam in sativic amplified ecstasy, 
the Brooklyn outfit zone out in a pleasantly 
languid indica plateau of simple, repeti- 
tive chord structures and modest auxiliary 
instrumentation. Adjust your head space 
accordingly.

Kid Koala, Blueyedsoul, Indica Jones 

(Nectar) An unsung turntablism hero and 
UK label Ninja Tune's first North American 
signee, this Vancouver-born scratch master 
pulls the same sample-heavy tricks that 
made the likes of DJ Shadow famous, but 
stitches them into more introspective, even 
ambient numbers. Perhaps Kid Koala's mu- 
sic is driven by his penchant for drawing: He 
sketched two graphic novels, Nufonia Must 
Fall (2003) and Space Cadet (2011), and in 
2009 pioneered "Music to Draw To," live 
events where he would play music while 
the audience was encouraged to sit down 
and draw rather than get up and dance. 

In January, Toronto imprint Arts & Crafts 
formalized that sound with Music to Draw 
To: Satellite, a dreamy album and the Kid's 
first in five years.

(Q Nightclub) Thank the solar eclipse for 
bringing so much revered international DJ 
talent to our front steps at a time of year 
when they can be making bank at an Ibiza 
residency or a festival in Croatia. With the 
Eclipse Festival landing a few hours away in 
Oregon, Crosstown Rebels honcho Damian 
Lazarus is making a pit stop at Studio 4/4 to 
bring his increasingly cosmic brand of house 
and techno, one that's evolved from the 
early-2000s UK club scene into sampling Pak- 
istani Qawwali singers for his new Ancient 
Moons project. Expect an indoors warm-up 
for what will surely sound better under the 
dark skies east of the crest as the raved-up 
masses await totality.

At last year's Manana Festival in 
Cuba, I saw him record an album's worth of 
material in three days of studio sessions with 
local musicians, all fueled by rum and cigars. 

His latest, Curao, pairs his infectious dub, funk, 
and jazz production style with the rootsy voice 
of Colombian folklore singer Nidia Gongora. 
It's the best of traditional music matched up 
with the digital age, all served on a tropical 
platter.

He imbues his 
drones with subtle electroacoustic embel- 
lishments, keeping you both in the zone and 
tantalized by sly disruptions. If No-Neck Blues 
Band were still touring, Ashworth would 
make for an ideal opener. Seattle composer 
Garek Jon Druss — who recently returned to 
the city after a lengthy stint in England — 
busts out his Soft Urns project tonight. 
Perhaps best known for his work in the bleak- 
ly gripping experimental outfits a Story of 
Rats and Dull Knife, Druss — judging from the 
small sample I've heard — finesses his material 
to chthonic depths in Soft Urns, generating 
a kind of finely sculpted noise music. It's an 
intelligently hostile sound.

The Warlocks, Matt Hollywood 
& the Bad Feelings, Super 78 

(Barboza) The Warlocks are psych-rock lifers 
who almost never veer from the path of 
the Velvet Underground/Spacemen 3/Brian 
Jonestown Massacre continuum. They've 
figured out that a group can enjoy a lengthy, 
half-decent career spinning countless varia- 
tions on a slackly chugging jams embellished 
by judiciously FX'd guitars and drawling 
vocals. Instructive song title: "We Took All the 
Acid." Speaking of BJM, guitarist/vocalist Matt 
Hollywood's main claim to fame is playing 


with those notorious psych-rock pasticheurs 
and fighting onstage with that band's leader, 
Anton Newcombe. (I've not heard Hollywood's 
other projects, the Out Crowd and Rebel 
Drones, but their names promise goodness.) 
Anyway, his latest music with the Bad Feelings 
rambles and chimes in similar straight-ahead 
garage-psych realms as BJM, but probably 
with fewer mid-song hissy fits.

2 Chainz, Young Dolph, Trap Karaoke 

(Showbox Sodo, all ages) Here's something 
you might not know about 2 Chainz: He 
recently turned the iconic pink house from 
the cover of his newest album.

2 Chainz will be bringing his set of hits old and 
new alongside Memphis lyricist Young Dolph, 
best known for his feature on O.T. Genasis's 
chart-topping "Cut It."

Kevin Morby, Shannon Lay 

(Tractor, Aug 20-21) Kevin Morby's music has 
a way of sneaking up on you. After playing

Babies), the Kansas City-raised artist went 
solo and has released four albums of am- 
bling, patient songwriter material since 2013. 
It's subtle, spacious music that draws from 
Laurel Canyon folk, early 1970s songwriter 
fare, and (that old standby) CSN&Y. But in the 
modern indie landscape, his contemporaries 
are artists like Cass McCombs, Kurt Vile, and 
Angel Olsen — songwriters whose work is 
easier defined through personal idiosyncra- 
sies than genre constraints. Morby's drawling, 
weary baritone and pleasantly meandering 
songs are the mark of an artist who doesn't 
clamor for the listener's attention, but gradu- 
ally invites her in.

He's from Colorado, but he 
took hill-country blues to heart, droning 
wickedly and refusing to change chords, 
except exactly where it would break the 
listener's mind. He sang in the voice of a black 
man framed for a murder, lynched, doomed 
to roam railroad tracks and the wilderness 
alongside them as a ghost, trying in vain — and 
already losing hope — that anyone would ever 
hear. Well, that cost me a few winks. The new 
album is called Fantasizing About Being Black, 
so his humor is still obstinately corrosive, and 
over the years he's added drums, trumpet, a 
few other not-strictly-blues touches. But he's 
still singing about death. About running, run- 
ning, and don't look back unless you want to 
see your last muzzle flash.

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Indie-Rock Vets Lo 
Tom Are Low-Key 

So Don’t Call Them a Supergroup

W hatever you do, don’t call Lo Tom 
a “supergroup.” Band leader Dave 
Bazan, for one, is embarrassed by it. 

“Supergroup made us all laugh,” he says. 
“’Cause if the record gets announced as a su- 
pergroup thing, people will expect something 
that sort of... implies intention on our part. 
And I think with this project all we ever in- 
tended to do was just have fun together.” 

But the other three members of Lo Tom — 
who released their self-titled debut album in 
July — are TW Walsh, Jason Martin, and Trey 
Many, all staples of the Christian indie-rock 
set brought forth by Tooth & Nail Records in 
the 1990s (the label is now headquartered in 
Seattle). Bazan played in Pedro 
the Lion, Walsh in Pedro the 
Lion and the Soft Drugs, Mar- 
tin in Starflyer 59, and Many in 
Velour 100 and Starflyer 59. 

Over the years, Bazan, Walsh, 

Martin, and Many have frequently played in 
one another’s bands (like Bon Voyage and the 
Headphones) and solo projects (T.W Walsh and 
David Bazan). In fact, there’s so much cross- 
over that they needed a flow chart. So why not 
admit to being a “supergroup,” then? 

“I guess it didn’t really occur to us when 
we were doing it that it would be seen that 
way — like this is Dave Bazan’s new band, or 
people are reuniting, or these bands are com- 
ing together to form a Mega Voltron of indie 
rock?” jokes guitarist Walsh. 

“I think it was definitely more of a side 
project for us,” says Walsh. “Especially con- 
sidering the collective number of records that 
we’ve sold over the years, the whole ‘super- 
group’ thing is kind of hilarious.” 

Still, between the four members of Lo 
Tom, it is a bit like a reunion. Back in the day, 
the group of friends gravitated to one anoth- 
er while on tour or around the scene. 

“We always sought each other out. The 
four of us would play cards, we played a lot 
of this really great gambling game called 


Skipjack together in lieu of poker, and we just 
had so much fun,” says Bazan. 

Beyond the fun was also a creative oppor- 
tunity to make music in a way that felt easy 
and painless — and to bring their collective 
125 years of music-playing experience into 
two extended weekend hang sessions in Or- 
ange County studios — one in 2014 and the 
other last spring. 

“All of us have individually and collectively 
to some degree been making so many records 
over the years,” Bazan explains, “and there’s 
not that many opportunities for that expertise 
that you build up to come to bear on a project 
in a way that is fast and fun, and also kind of 
lubricated by the fact that ev- 
erybody just really, really loves 
hanging out.” 

What’s funny is that this 
low-key melding of the minds 
resulted in eight songs that 
sound a lot like what would happen if four 
indie rockers from the 1990s all made some 
music together: fuzzy, guitar-heavy hooks, 
that nostalgic “alt” feel (ah, remember when 
“alt” meant something else entirely?), and the 
occasional ironic nod to guitar rock gods Led 
Zeppelin and AC/DC. It’s a return to basics, 
maybe, but also a great-sounding album that 
was relatively effortless to make because Lo 
Tom’s members are such seasoned musicians. 

“Overboard,” for example, brings all the 
poetry of Bazan’s lyrics forward with crisp, 
hammering bass and Many’s slow and steady 
drums. “It just takes a while for me to unfeel 
a thing,” sings Bazan. I mean, that sounds 
pretty ’90s to me! 

“It wasn’t really a conceptual choice. It 
wasn’t like we’re going to do the meta version 
of ’90s rock band,” says Walsh. “You’ve got 
to do something that everybody is going to 
agree on. And what’s the shared vernacular 
that we have? What we have is that we were 
all playing guitar music in the ’90s.” 

And, of course, Skipjack. ■

Nite Skool at Annex 
Theatre Is Hilarious, or 
at Least the First Half Is 

You Have My Permission to Leave at Intermission

W hen Nite Skool ’ s ensemble turned 
the phrase “gender is a weapon of 
the patriarchy” into a hilarious grade-school 
sing-along that also made a convincing case 
for using the word “they” as a singular pro- 
noun, I thought: “Wow They’ve done it. 
Writer Max Kirchner and ‘neo- 
burlesque’ theater group the 
Libertinis found some humor in 
the often humorless world of self- 
described SJW killjoys.” 

On a 1990s-colored set reminiscent of 
Saved by the Bell, eight performers with great 
1990s character names like Tanya and Brogan 
and Mickey cycled through several skits. Each 
skit was set up like a class in one of the core 
subjects — English, history, sex-ed, and, bliss- 
fully, lunch, etc. But instead of giving you the 
white conqueror’s version of each of those 
subjects, they give you the progressive, anti- 
colonialist, anti-racist, anti-sexist, sex-positive, 
body-positive narrative that they only teach 
you on Tumblr. 

Following an ultra-bright 
opening number that estab- 
lished the show’s cheeky 
tone, first period featured a 
series of humorously reduc- 
tive summaries of canonical 
literary masterpieces, which 
culminated in Brogan 
(Woody Shticks) mounting 
a full-throated defense of 
Jodi Picoult’s The Pact. He was advocating 
for the right of one of the characters to “bone 
competent firemen,” and he was doing it while 
rocking a Freddie Mercury mustache and 
pink Daisy Dukes. It was a sight to behold. 
I was just as pleased watching Stacy (Hattie 
Hellkat) give a radical feminist takedown of 
J.D. Salinger’s The Catcher in the Rye. 

All I remember of the lunchroom dance 
skit was a giant bottle of ranch dressing ejac- 
ulating on a submissive salad, an actor in a 
pizza costume dancing with another actor in 
a peanut butter and jelly costume, and a vat 


of meat that Betty (Tootsie Spangles) devel- 
oped an intimate relationship with. 

As I ran for a glass of water at intermis- 
sion — they are never going to air-condition 
the Annex, and they never should — I couldn’t 
see how this funny, punchy, lively crew could 
keep the show alive for a whole 
second act. 

Turned out they couldn’t. At 
least not in the performance I 
saw. With the exception of a num- 
ber that had Woody Shticks tap-dancing in a 
gold Speedo and top hat while talking about 
the “disaster math” he has to do to manage 
his mountains of student-loan debt in a sad 
but brilliant display about how the culture 
doesn’t value the thing he’s good at, the di- 
dactic skits began to drag on and on. 

The problem was radical inclusion. 
There were eight performers, and every 
performer participated individually in all 
the major skits. Every actor got to say a 
little thing about sex edu- 
cation, every actor got to 
humorously summarize and 
skewer a canonical piece 
of literature, every ac- 
tor got to teach their little 
lesson about X. It’s worth 
mentioning that each night 
there is a different surprise 
“substitute teacher” who 
does a 5 to 10 minute bit of 
stand-up or storytelling. 

By the second act, even the very support- 
ive audience seemed to get tired of patting 
themselves on the back for agreeing that, in- 
deed, depression is an illness that deserves 
serious consideration, and that, indeed, 
orgasms don’t have to be the point of sex. 
Though we should be radically inclusive in 
our politics, creating a piece of art demands 
radical exclusion and the killing of darlings 
for the sake of pace and humor. 

But listen, the first act is worth the price 
of admission. ■

Steven Soderbergh’s 
Logan Lucky Is Ocean’s 
Eleven in Trump-merica

Y ou may be wondering why all 
the advance press about Ste- 
ven Soderbergh’s return to 
feature filmmaking after a well-publicized 
“retirement” in 2013 has focused on the film’s 
distribution business plan. I, too, wondered 
about this, but allowed my excitement about 
the return of one of my all-time favorite di- 
rectors to shout down the quandary 
Then I saw the film. 

Logan Lucky is a caper movie that com- 
bines the style and sensibility of Soderbergh’s 
biggest crowd pleasers (Ocean’s Eleven , Out 
of Sight ) with the dusty Southern outlaw 
vibe of 1970s films like White 
Lightning or Moonrunners. The 
result is an odd hybrid of mas- 
terful filmmaking and a kind of 
culture jamming impulse that walks a tight- 
rope between sawiness and condescension. 

Actually, condescension isn’t quite right. 
But the red state drag show that Soderbergh 
has convened here feels not merely uncon- 
vincing, but a tiny bit uncomfortable, too. 

That is to say: a bunch of 
fantastically talented and beau- 
tiful movie stars (Channing 
Tatum, Adam Driver, Riley Ke- 
ough, Daniel Craig) working 
really hard to seem at home in 
NASCAR America, where the 
American flag battles camo for 
fashion primacy, where people 
play toilet seat horseshoes, and 
an interminably melismatic ren- 
dition of “America the Beautiful” 
by LeAnn Rimes as Blue Angels 
roar overhead brings grown men 
to tears. 

It’s a stretch. 

Tatum (Soderbergh’s De 
Niro... or maybe his DiCaprio?) 
plays Jimmy Logan, a per- 
fectly well-meaning single dad 
in West Virginia who gets fired from his job 
on a construction/excavation site when his 
foreman sees him walking with a limp — preex- 
isting condition. Jimmy enlists his slow-talking 
bartender brother Clyde (Driver), whose pre- 
existing condition is the forearm he lost in 
Iraq, his hairdresser sister Mellie (Keough), 
and a motley assortment of accomplices to rob 
the Charlotte Motor Speedway on the day of 
the Coca-Cola 600, thus breaking the Logan 
family curse. 

The heist, like the ones in Soderbergh’s 
Ocean’s series, is elaborately planned, con- 
structed, and executed, and all of Logan 
Lucky’s comedy, drama, and tension arise 
from the ingeniously plotted network of ob- 
stacles, misdirections, and hiccups that stand 
between our heroes and their quarry. 

Unlike the Vegas-based jobs in those ear- 
lier films, however, it’s the lowest of low-tech 
operations, made of the same shoddy mate- 
rials as the rest of the characters’ Walmart 
lives. This makes for some excellent visual 
gags (a bomb-making primer involving a 
plastic grocery bag is especially inventive) 
and a prevailing air of mischief. It’s also a 


very conspicuous way for Soderbergh to 
comment on his own past without disowning 
it. He seems to be having fun, which is great 
news if you like him in fun mode. 

And yet, the podunk milieu in which Lo- 
gan Lucky is set feels overstated, like a New 
Yorker taking a selfie in front of a Stuckey’s. 
It’s not that the wardrobe and production 
design aren’t accurate — with their bulk tubs 
of cheese puffs, baseball cap logos, and camo 
rainbow — it’s that they’re too accurate. The 
film is having it both ways, flaunting the gar- 
ish, rural tackiness while playing it for laughs. 
Look at these rednecks. These noble rednecks. 

Many of the actors, Tatum 
and Driver most notably, strug- 
gle mightily with their accents. 
Though both Tatum and Soder- 
bergh are Southern-born, Keough — in a 
purely Daisy Duke role — is the only person 
in the film who sounds like she’s even flown 
over West Virginia or either Carolina. Maybe 
it’s her Elvis Presley DNA. 

Craig fares better with the dialect, but 


he also has a bleach job that looks like it 
gets touched up every 12 hours at $500 a 
pop — not easy for a man in prison. Seth 
MacFarlane, who always ruins everything 
anyway, is spectacularly poor as an energy- 
drink magnate with terrible hair and the 
worst British accent you’ve heard since your 
high-school drama club reenacted the dead 
parrot sketch. When Dwight Yoakam shows 
up as the warden, you almost cheer to see 
someone who’s actually Southern. 

But the real question throughout is this: 
What makes this material — and, more to the 
point, this community — interesting to Soder- 
bergh? It can’t be as facile as building bridges 
between the libtard bubble and Trump-meri- 
ca — either culturally or commercially. And if 
it were, the film would be a failure, because 
all you see is the chasm. 

No, I think Logan Lucky is an argument 
for formalism, and the durability of genre. It 
makes the case that a commercial feature film 
can be fun and profitable regardless of what — 
or who — it’s about, if you do it properly. 

It’s a compelling case, too. It’s just not 
quite the right film. ■

Sure, Go to 
Mbar to Party 

But Don’t Go There to Eat

B efore visiting, all I really knew about 
Mbar was that it was an extremely 
buzzy collaboration between the Haroun 
family, owners of the popular Middle East- 
ern fusion restaurant Mamnoon, and Jason 
Stratton, the chef who 
brought Spinasse to 
glory I was prepared 
for a bit of pomp, 
given that it was billed 
as “the definitive 
Seattle rooftop res- 
taurant experience” 
and serves the city’s nouveau riche tech elites. 

Mbar is definitely a trip, I’ll give it that. 
The entire restaurant is on a rooftop, so the 
gated-community vibe is strong from the 
beginning. Exacerbating that is the waiting 
room, where patrons are divided into two 
lines as they approach the host 
stand: reservations and peas- 
ants... er, walk-ins. 

Anyway, just as our coveted 
Friday night patio table became 
available, our party of two peasants became 
four. To their credit, the hosting staff was 
very pleasant about it and shuffled things 
around to accommodate us immediately. To 
their discredit, apparently shuffling things 
around meant putting four people at an al- 
ready impossibly small two-top. If we were 
just drinking, which the tech bros and bro- 
ettes that make up the bulk of Mbar’s Friday 
night patio crowd were doing, it would have 
been fine. Instead, I was there to sample a 
few items from their limited patio menu. 
About those items: They were all bad. 

A nondescript salad of fancy lettuces with 
walnut, anchovy, and tarragon was complete- 
ly devoid of any flavors resembling anchovy 
or tarragon. There were some cracked wal- 
nuts. It was $11. For 18 more dollars, we 


got a sad charcuterie plate, baguette not in- 
cluded. Three dollars got us about five slices. 
The cauliflower hummus came with an in- 
sufficient number of weak, crumbly crostini 
and a few oblong slices of cucumber. A dish 
of seared tuna with 
avocado, sumac, lab- 
neh, and fenugreek 
was just an overdone 
piece of fish perched 
atop a random array 
of spiceless avocado 
and labneh. It tasted 
as bland as it looked. We were not asked how 
done we would like our $33 skirt steak, but 
apparently medium is house standard. It 
came with a pile of spicy mixed greens that 
were less spicy than limp. 

To be fair, the frazzled service staff stayed 
remarkably pleasant while 
sprint-walking around a patio 
full of drunk people posing for 
selfies. They even managed to 
move us to a real four-top so we 
could eat, while our tiny metal cocktail table 
was combined with a twin to fit a group of 
eight there to slurp $13 cocktails. 

On my second visit, I made a reserva- 
tion for the dining room, in hopes that the 
full menu would have some hidden gems I 
hadn’t been able to access on the patio. It 
was a Tuesday and there was no line, so I 
didn’t get to enjoy my status as a reserva- 
tion holder, but it was nice to miss some of 
the chaos. That said, the place was still full, 
and the patio was still packed with patrons in 
expensive wraparound shades and skintight, 
pineapple-print dresses. A large party in the 
corner of the patio posed for group pictures, 
while a three-top snapped selfies that will al- 
most certainly be hashtagged #blessed. 

We sat at an odd little metal table by the ►

◄ window, which was like the vestigial tail of 
our server’s section, and I knew after the first 
sip of tepid bing-cherry and beet gazpacho 
that we were in for a less than stellar experi- 
ence. The gazpacho promised piquillo pepper, 
which turned out to be a single pepper on a 
skewer. It was artfully ar- 
ranged next to four little 
bing cherry halves, and 
the gazpacho itself ar- 
rived in a carafe on the 
side, to be poured after a 
few minutes of basking in 
the majesty of Stratton’s 
artistic plating. I would 
rather have basked in the 
majesty of a gazpacho 
with some actual texture 
and bite, or at least a 
pinch of salt. 

After wallowing in that 
bland, red lake, we were 
quickly whisked to the 
opposite end of the salt 
spectrum by Stratton’s 
collard greens, which 
were seasoned into oblivion. I could write an- 
other thousand words about what was wrong 
with the offensively salty tagliatelle in huck- 
leberry marinara, vodka, and basil, but I’ll 
just quote my companion, who informed me 
in a shocked whisper, “This tastes like Chef 
Boyardee.” It was baffling, because the man 
responsible for this tagliatelle nearly won a 
James Beard Award for his pasta at Spinasse. 
The last course was salmon, which was cooked 


well, but it was served with a bread salad as 
coherent as a Trump tweet. 

Mbar is basically a nightclub with food. 
This should have been obvious, and not just 
because of the cordoned-off line at the door. 
There’s also a DJ booth, the entire patio is 
strung with black-light 
bulbs, and the hallway 
from the elevator to the 
restaurant looks like the 
set for an overdose scene 
in a movie about rave 
culture. The nearly 
never-ending stream of 
modern club rap on ro- 
tation should also have 
been a dead giveaway. 
(For the record, there’s 
nothing more emblematic 
of late capitalism than a 
six-top of old, rich, white 
dudes decanting wine 
while listening to “Ni**as 
in Paris.”) 

Viewed in this context, 
the so-so food and scat-
